Some weeks since Mr, Samucl Inman, on 
his own suggestion and at his own 
expente, had an investigation made 
gs to the number of vacant store roomsio the 
central portion of this city. It appeared at 
that time that there were only forty.' ,The 
small nimber vacant was a surprise to _every- 
body who had heard the clamor that there 
were so many Vacant store rooms 1n Atlanta. 

This partial investigation was followed by a 
careful examination of the entire city to as- 
certain the number of vacant storehouses and 
a@wellings. An association of prominent citi- 
gons was formed for the purpose of securing 
this information,and Mr. I. J. Kelly was en- 

ged to render the service. He was instruct- 
ed to traverse 

EVERY STREET 

snd to make an accurate report not ouly of 
the nomber of houses unoccupied, but of their 
condition. The o'ject of this investigation 
was to show, with certainty, the real effects of 
prohibition upon the busiuess, growth and 
general prosperity of the city. A comparison 
ofber condition at any future period with 
wbatis shown to be her condition now, it 
was thought will enable both 
the friends and the opponents 
of prohibition to juige rightly of the influ- 
ence of this policy upon the general welfare of 
Atisnta. . 

Mr. Kelly has performod the work assigned 
him with patience and accuracy, and in addi- 
tion to his general report from which the sub- 
joined extracts are made, has submitteda 
report of details givingithe number of each 
vacant house, its street. and its condition. 
These statistics wil) be carefully preserved for 
future reference, aud we think many well 
informed citizens do not believe the number 
ofstorehouses or dweiiings now unoccupied 
exceed the usual number at this season of the 


' year. When itis considered that a very large 


proportion of these houses, of both classes, 


| arein a condition of dilapidation, rendering 


them undesirable as bus‘ness places or dwell- 
ings, and thata great many of them are on 
the extreme outskirts of the city, the number 
Seported appears very small. 

This examination was made after the retail 
Saloons were closed. 

It is gratifying to see that the desolation 


| predicted to happen to Atlanta has not come. 


ihe work of building aad improving goes on, 
showing a necessity for more stores and more 
dwellings, with modern conveniences, to ac- 
fommodate our increasing trade and popula- 


ion, The report in question indicates that 
AS MANY NEW HOUSES 
have been constructed within the last six 


- months as have been vacated, and that many 


that have been abandoned were entirely urffit 
for occupancy, 

According to this report there are only 140 
stores vecant, embraci:g all descriptions, from 
the beef market sta'l on the outskirt of the 
city to the fine brick building in the interior. 
Amorg this nnmber at least three-fourths are 
reported very undesirable either on accourt of 
condition or location 

Tbe number of un: ceupied dwellings report- 
ed is 242, varying in character from the dilap- 
idated negro cabin to the fine residence. The 
report says: “These dwellings may be divided 
into three ciasses or grades, poor, mediam and 
fine. At least two thirds consist of the first 
class, containing two or three rooms, some- 
times more, and either in a very unde- 
Birable place or in bad _ condition. 
Two-thirds of the remainder should be class- 
ed as medium, leaving a very small number

The constitution of Nebraska contains a 
novel provision under which the people may 
express their~preference for a United States 
senatorit the state election preceding the 
Session of the legislature which is to electa 
senator.

ECHOES FROM THE P80 PLYBE. 


Politics vs. Agriculture. 

EDITORS CONSTITUTION: It is with ex- 
treme reluctance that Ilenter upon the discharge 
of a duty thatis always-an unppleasgat one to me. 
The subject I propose to discuss isthe manner in 
which the state egriculttral convention ‘was con- 
ducted at Cartersville atthe last meeting, and, 
furthermore, to make suggestionsin regard tothe 
future. 

In the outset I will say thatthe convention 
should be conducted insuch away that there 
could uot be the slightest breath of suspicion cast 
upon ils proceedings orthe discussions allowed 
therein, that would lead anyone, even to the most 
jealous, to believe that it isa purely political 
machine worked in the interest of some one 
anxious to step from the farm into congress or the 
gubernatorial mansion, Now, Mr. Editor, I heard 
the expression from numbers of persons that the 
convention was a political machine, and had been 
for years. Ifsuch is to be the case, or if there is 
the slightest ground for such a charge, the whole 
had better be abandoned or entirely reformed. The 
president in his opening addréss most uufortunate- 
ly referred to the Knights of Labor. This sprung 
the question in the convention, and consequently 
much of the valuable time ofthe convention was 
consumed in the discussion of labor and capital, 
manufacturers and the operatives, etc., etc., to the 
neglect of the moreimportant subjects in which 
the agriculturists of our state are interested. The 
rallroads ofthe statedo notpropoese to furnish 
free tickets to and from the place of meeting, nei- 
ther do the citizens of the towns and cities propose 
(o furnish free hospitality to the delegates to assem- 
ble twiee a yearto disenss the$questions of labor- 
and Capital, and the political questions of the day.

The object of the meeting was to set the 
time and make preliminary arrangements for 
a sale of Jersey cattle in this city during the 
coming fall. After consultation it was de- 
termined to have the sale in Atlanta on the 
20th of October. 

It is thoughtthata larger number of Jer- 
sey’s will offered at this sale than 
there was at the spring sale, when sixty-five 
animals were sold. Underthe rules of the 
association no animal will be put up for sale 
unless it has been bred in Georgia or has been 
here two yeare,soas to have beeome ful 
acclimated. A committee will

Galliuchat Acquitted of Assault and Battery 
—Fined for Carrying a Pistol, 
Several weeks agoa sensation was created 
in Atlanta by a street difiiculty between Mr. M 
©. Galluchat and Mr. C. Milliken. Both were 


provional employed by the Meridian Mill Co. 
he men had not been on good terms, as each sus- 
powers the other of desiring to have him removed 
rom the service of the company. At last, Mr. Gal- 
luchat was informed by the company that his ser- 
vices would not be longer needed. A few days 
after thishe met Mr. Milliken and made a vigor- 
ous attack on pe with a whip. A struggle 
ensued, in which the whip was w 
from Galluchat by Milliken. Galiuchat drew a 
istol and about that time outside parties inter- 
ered. Galluchat was prosecuted by Mi'liken and 
two indictments were found against him, one for 
pone { hog. concealea weapons and one for assault 
end battery. At the time of the difficulty Gallu- 
chat stated that he had used the whip because 
Milliken had circulated some slanderous reports 
concerning him. 

Yesterday the case was triea in the city court and 
occupied the entire day. On the indictment for 
a:sault and battery a number of witnesses were 
introduced for both sides. Galluchat in making 
his statement tothe jury reiterated his charge that 
Mi'iken had slandered him and said that he had 
made the attack on him because he felt outragea 
and thought Milliken deserved punishment.
